punetato-dentieulata, in utraque pagina ad costam 
hispida, 2.5—5 em longa, 2—3.5 em lata. Inflore- 
seentia mascula racemosa; peduneulus glaber, 2.5— 
7 em longus; flos flavo-virdis; pedicello cire. 3 mm 
longo; calycis tubus cupuliformis, lobis 5, linearibus, 
1.2mm longis; corolla campanulata, lobis 5, anguste 
ovatis, cire. 2mm longis; stamina 3, filamentis 
liberis, 0.4 mm longis, antheris inter se conniven- 
tibus, una uniloeulari, duabus bilocularibus, loculis 
erectis, cire, 4mm longis.
